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Report: Overdose deaths drop

FRANKFORT — Drug overdose deaths 
decreased in the Big Sandy region in 2012, 
according to a report released Friday. 

The “2012 Overdose Fatality Report” 
issued by the Kentucky Office of Drug Control 
Policy shows that overdose deaths dropped in 



the Big Sandy area from 70 in 2011 to 33 in 

2012. 

The number of overdose deaths in 2012 
declined in Johnson, Floyd and Martin coun- 
ties and remained the same in Lawrence Coun- 
ty, the report says. 

Lawrence County had six overdose deaths 
in 2012 and the same number in 2011. Its rate 
of such deaths per 100,000 population for both 
years was 38, according to the report. 



Johnson County reported eight overdose 
deaths last year, down from 19 in 2011, the 
report shows. The county’s rate per 100,000 
population for the two years was 58. 

Floyd County had 14 overdose deaths in 
2012; it had 37 in 2011, the report says. The 
county’s rate per 100,000 population was 65. 

Floyd County had the largest decrease in 
Kentucky, the report says. Johnson County’s 
drop was also considered significant in the 



report. 

Five overdose deaths were reported in Mar- 
tin County in 2012, compared to eight in 2011 . 
The county’s rate per 100,000 population was 
51. 

Kentucky had a total of 1,004 overdose 
deaths in 2012, down from 1 ,023 in 2011 . State

Future of 
SCHS to 
be topic 
of meeting

INEZ — With school scheduled 
to begin Aug. 7, the Martin County 
Board of Education has scheduled a 
special meeting for Thursday, Aug. 
1, at 6 p.m. to discuss the possible 
closure of Sheldon Clark High 
School due to safety concerns. 

The location of the meeting was 
uncertain at press time Tuesday due 
to an anticipated large crowd. 

New Superintendent Steven C. 
Meadows sent out a letter to school 
personnel regarding safety concerns 
at SCHS. 

“Engineers from the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet have deter- 
mined that the blasting contractor is 
taking the necessary precautions to 
ensure the safety of all involved,” 
Meadows said. “The Martin County 
BOE has taken further steps to 
ensure safety by having our own 
architect provide an assessment. It is 
this assessment that has caused 
much alarm about the safety of Shel- 
don Clark High School. I must 
emphasize, most of the details in the 
report relate current safety issues 
directly to the original design and 
construction of the building and not 
necessarily due to the nearby con- 
struction blasting activity.” 

Apparently Brown & Kubican 
Structural Engineers of Lexington 
conducted a first inspection and then 
came back to revisit and check for

INEZ — A Lawrence County 
man who was being sought by law 
enforcement after his involvement 
in a police chase resulted in the 
injury to a 5-year-old Martin 
County boy turned himself in to 
Lawrence County officials July 
23. 

Nicholas Marcum, after turning 
himself in to Lawrence County 
Chief Sheriff’s Deputy Mark 
Wheeler, was served with a war- 
rant for delinquent child support in 
the amount of $6,807.48 and also a

throughout the library for 
people to review. 

Johnson said that Tom 
Kerns would be buying 
rights of way on the new 
section of the project in the 
area of Poplar Fork, which 
is located in Beauty. 

Johnson also said that 
the next section over the 
mountain was scheduled for 
2015. He also said that an 
interchange previously 
included that would take the 
road to Rt. 52 in West Vir- 
ginia was on the back burn- 
er, but something that could 
be done later and that they 
would take the last section 
in to Warfield. 

“There will be a ramp 
off in the area of the Gospel 
Light Church, and that will 



take it into Warfield tying 
into Route 292,” Johnson 
said. “For now, we are put- 
ting the interchange to 
Route 52 on the back burner 
and sticking to the construc- 
tion of the four-lane from 
Inez to Warfield, which 
should take about six 
years.” 

An estimated $100 mil- 
lion will be saved based on 
calculations in the overall 
project, due to some of the 
changes being made, cut- 
ting the cost of the entire 
project nearly in half. 

Some of the changes are 
to the grade of the road. 

Johnson said more than 
$15 million will be saved 
by changing the median 
along the roadway from one 
that is dug into the highway 
to one that is possible to 



drive over. He also said 
money will be saved by opt- 
ing to put the interchange to 
Rt. 52, on the back burner 
for now. 

Some people in atten- 
dance who reviewed maps 
showed concern about the 
areas because of flooding 
problems that could poten- 
tially block the road. Others 
thought it was a bad idea to 
put an off ramp by the Gos- 
pel Light Church instead of 
another road that is approxi- 
mately a mile or a mile and 
a half before the church. 

Johnson also said there 
is another project to build a 
larger bridge at the intersec- 
tion of Rt. 2031 and Rt. 40 
to accommodate anticipated 
heavier traffic in the area. 

For those who were con- 
cerned about flooding and 



the location of the off 
ramps, Johnson advised 
them to fill out comment 
forms, which will be sent to 
state transportation officials 
in Frankfort. 

Other state highway 
department officials and the 
project’s consulting engi- 
neers were also present to 
talk one on one with people 
in attendance. 

Other officials attending 
the meeting were state Rep. 
Hubert Collins, Martin

fugitive from justice warrant 
from Ohio. 

Marcum is also facing 
new charges in Lawrence 
County regarding the theft of 
a lawnmower as well as pos- 
sible fleeing and evading 
charges. 

In Martin County, deputy 
Wes Horn charged Marcum 
with first- and second- degree 
fleeing or evading police, 
first in an automobile and 
then on foot; reckless driv- 
ing; disregarding a traffic 
light; leaving the scene of an 
accident-failure to render aid 
or assistance; first-degree 
assault; three counts of wan- 
ton endangerment; driving 
without a license/negligence 
in an accident; and operating 
on a suspended or revoked 
operator’s license. 

On Monday, July 22, 
Marcum and a passenger, 
Amanda Burchett, led 
authorities on a multi-county 
chase resulting in the injury 
of a 5 -year-old boy and dam- 
ages to a police cruiser, a 



pickup truck and multiple 
wanton endangerment 
offenses as well as fleeing 
the scene of an accident 
without rendering aid and 
fleeing and evading police. 

Wheeler explained short- 
ly after the incident that the 
Lawrence County Sheriff’s 
Office received a call from a 
property owner who said 
that they had seen someone 
on camera stealing their 
lawnmower. Lawrence 
County Sheriff Garrett Rob- 
erts spotted the vehicle and 
pulled it over, then spoke 
with the driver and passen- 
ger. But when Roberts asked 
Marcum to step out of the 
vehicle, he started the vehi- 
cle back up and took off. 

“It was pouring the rain, 
and after a few minutes, 
Garrett called off the chase,” 
Wheeler said. “It was a push 
mower, worth maybe $100.1 
think there was some other 
items, like maybe a gas can 
and a weedeater, but we 
don’t know for sure until the 
owner comes and tells us.” 

The chase picked back up 
in Martin County after Horn,

Other business hold- 
ings include retail convenient 
stores, fast food, insurance, 
commercial and residential 
rental units, franchised hotels 
and auto dealerships. 

Booth presently serves on 
the Inez Deposit Bank Board 
of Directors , the Pikeville Col- 
lege Board of Trustees, Ken- 
tucky Chamber of Commerce 
Board and Executive Commit- 
tee, the Coal Operators Asso- 
ciation Board, and is Martin 
County Economic Develop- 
ment chairman. Booth also 
recently completed his second 
term on the Federal Reserve 
Board in the Cincinnati Dis- 
trict of the Cleveland Bank 
Federal Reserve. 

The Booths were named as 
two of the members of Bes- 
hear’s inauguration committee 
to oversee the governor’s 
inaugural celebration in 2011.

the Martin County deputy, 
spotted a vehicle on Rt. 645 
near the intersection with Rt. 
40 with a lawnmower stick- 
ing out the back. 

“I attempted to do a traf- 
fic stop but they fled and 
were doing 105-110 miles an 
hour. We originally thought 
it was a Sunfire, but it was 
an Escort, and they had just 
bought it. It belonged to the 
female passenger,” Horn 
said. “They got to the inter- 
section at the end of Rt. 645 
and turned left, back toward 
Inez. They were driving very 
fast and were passing cars in 
curves and across double 
yellow lines. I was scared 
that they were going to hit 
someone head-on and kill 
them.” 

Inez Police Chief Adam 
Crum was coming toward 
the speeding car when Mar- 
cum crashed in front of 
Evans Hardware. 

“I was coming around the 
curve from the other end of 
town in their direction and 
when they rounded the 
curve, a truck that had been 
making a delivery was there 
and they were going really 
fast,” Crum said. “They hit 
their brakes and slid through 
the parking lot and struck a 
cruiser in the parking lot as 
well as a truck owned by 
Mike Sweeney.” 

Crum said that he at the 
time couldn’t tell whether 
the boy had been struck by 
the vehicle or tossed out of 
the way to prevent being 
struck, but Martin County 
Sheriff Garmon Preece said 
the seriousness of the inju- 
ries discovered after he was 
taken to the hospital showed 
that he had to have been hit 
by the car. 

“The driver, Marcum, 
took off and headed into the 
hills,” Crum said. 

Both Crum and Horn 
reviewed video collected by 
Evans Hardware security 
cameras. 

Burchett was transported 
to Three Rivers Medical 
Center in Louisa for treat- 
ment and will face complic- 
ity charges, Wheeler said. 

The child was being 
treated at a hospital in Hun- 
tington, W.Va., according to 
Preece, who also said he was 
“undergoing treatment for 



serious injuries after being 
struck by the car.” 

As of Monday Horn said 
the boy had suffered a bro- 
ken pelvis and also had other 
injuries. 

In his criminal complaint, 
Horn said he learned the day 
after the event that the child 
had broken bones, bruises 
and lacerations to his body 
that required stitches. 

Marcum’s license was 
suspended in 2012. 

Marcum is being held in 
the Big Sandy Regional 
Detention Center in Johnson 
County and is scheduled for 
a preliminary hearing at 11 
a.m. in Lawrence County 
today (Wednesday).

officials said that was the first 
decline in such deaths in a 
decade. 

Of the overdose fatalities 
in 2012, 888 were found to be 
unintentional, 59 were sui- 
cides and 57 remain undeter- 
mined, according to the report. 

The data was compiled 
from the Kentucky Medical 
Examiners Office, the Ken- 
tucky Injury Prevention & 
Research Council, and the 
Kentucky Office of Vital Sta- 
tistics. The report was man- 
dated under House Bill 1 from 
the 2012 special session of the 
General Assembly. 

The report also reveals that 
overdose deaths attributed to 
the use of heroin accounted 
for nearly one-fifth — 19.56 
percent — of all Kentucky 
Medical Examiner drug over- 
dose cases in 2012. In 2011, 
that percentage was 3.22 per- 
cent. 

Of the overdose deaths 
autopsied by the Kentucky 
Medical Examiner’s Office in 
2012 : 

• Alprazolam remained the 
most detected controlled sub- 
stance in overdose deaths, 
present in 41.44 percent of all 
autopsied cases. 

• Morphine was next at 
32.01 percent, followed by 
hydrocodone 25.99 percent, 
Oxycodone 24.21 percent, 
Heroin at 19.56 percent, and 
Oxymorphone at 17.51 per- 
cent. The report notes many 
of the cases with morphine 
detected may in fact involve 
heroin, as morphine is the 
major pharmaceutical sub- 
stance detected in the blood 
after injection of heroin. 

• The youngest overdose 
fatality was 16 years old and 
the oldest was 72 years old. 
The average age of an over- 
dose victim was 40, and the 
majority - 58 percent - were 
male. 

House Bill 1 (HB1), signed 
into law by Gov. Steve Bes- 
hear last spring, included mul- 



tiple elements to prevent the 
abuse and diversion of pre- 
scription drugs and to enhance 
law enforcement’s tools to 
investigate illegal prescribing 
practices. 

Beshear said in a press 
release last week, on the bill’s 
first anniversary, that the leg- 
islation “provided key tools to 
drive out illegal pill mills, 
curb doctor shopping and 
decrease unnecessary pre- 
scribing.” 

“The impact of this bill 
can’t be measured just in the 
numbers of pills we’ve kept 
off the streets,” Beshear 
said. “This bill, I believe, has 
literally saved lives in Ken- 
tucky.” 

State Rep. Greg Stumbo of 
Prestonsburg, the bill’s spon- 
sor said that “reducing drug 
abuse is an ever- changing 
battle, but it’s undeniable that 
House Bill 1 has saved lives 
as we look back over the last 
year.” 

“I’m proud of the results, 
and the fact that other states 
are following our lead,” Stum- 
bo said. “Our goal now is to 
build on these gains and to 
improve access to treatment, 
so that abusers can truly 
escape this deadly cycle once 
and for all.” 

One of the major compo- 
nents of HB1 is the require- 
ment that pain management 
facilities be owned by a 
licensed medical provider. 
Since the law was passed, 20 
non-physician owned pain 
management facilities have 
closed. Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services (CHFS) has 
issued cease and desist letters 
to another four pain manage- 
ment facilities operating out- 
side the scope of state regula- 
tions.

can afford them. Her role as a 
team leader as well as team 
player in our school and com- 
munity has opened numerous 
doors of opportunities stu- 
dents would otherwise not of 
experienced. I know all our 
teachers exhibit a high level of 
dedication; however, I cannot 
fathom any greater than Betty 
Hunt.” 

Sheldon Clark High School 
principal Dr. Robbie Fletcher 
said, “You never walk away 
from Betty Hunt without 
wearing a smile on your face.” 

A press release said these 
statements epitomize what this 
“gifted, national board-certi- 
fied teacher is all about: mak- 
ing a positive impact on 
everyone she comes in contact 
with, particularly her stu- 
dents.” 

“In addition to instilling 
knowledge; she challenges, 
motivates, encourages and 
uplifts every student passing 
through her door,” the release 
said. 

Hunt has been the business 
and marketing teacher at Mar- 
tin County ATC for eight 
years. She is a National Board 
Certified teacher in Career and 
Technical Education. She was 
appointed and served on the 
Governor’s Transforming 
Education in Kentucky Task 
Force. She is a member of the 
Future Business Leaders 
Board of Directors and serves 
as the teacher/leader and liai- 
son between the area technol- 
ogy center and Sheldon Clark 
High School. As the liaison, 
Hunt shares the strategies 
from these meeting with the 
ATC staff in order to enhance 
student success. 

The press release said she 
has been a leader to improve 
school culture with “a vision 
of high expectations for staff 



and students.” “She works 
long hours to be the model of 
an exemplary teacher, the 
release said. “As an example 
of this dedication, she attend- 
ed a course, at her own 
expense, to be able to offer an 
advance placement course in 
accounting to her students. 
She is a member of the Early 
College Program Faculty at 
Morehead State University. 
This allows her students to 
receive college credit for the 
Introduction to Computers 
course. Ms. Hunt offers stu- 
dents options for industry cer- 
tification to meet the require- 
ment for Career Ready. Stu- 
dents can test in Microsoft 
Office Specialist (MOS) or 
Internet Core Computing 
(IC3). The offering of these 
industry certifications has 
helped Martin County ATC 
and Sheldon Clark High 
School increase the number of 
students who are College and 
Career Ready.” 

Hunt has a “passion to see 
students succeed,” the release 
said. 

“She has made helping 
struggling students her priori- 
ty through the use of differen- 
tiated instruction,” the release 
said. “She uses technology 
and a respectful classroom 
environment to support strug- 
gling students.” 

“Mrs. Hunt’s skill set and 
passion for education has 
inspired me from the moment 
I met her,” one of Hunt’s for- 
mer students, 2012 SCHS 
valedictorian Dana Spears, 
said. “Her patience and high 
expectations for all her stu- 
dents has helped me be suc- 
cessful . . . only certain types 
of people can leave that big of 
an impression in your life. We 
do not meet many people in 
life with that kind of power, 
and I believe that when we do, 
we should honor them.” 
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more damage since its last 
report, which was issued April 
23 , with recommendations for 
repairs. 

The July 22 report is 
addressed to Kraig Grayson, 
director of pupil personnel, 
who apparently accompanied 
them as they did a visual 
assessment from the floor. 

In their conclusion of the 
report, the engineers noted 
that SCHS is approximately 
45 years old and lacks the 
“inherent rigid interconnec- 
tion and reinforcement 
required of a modern building; 
that the masonry walls appear 
to be vertically unreinforced; 
the exterior walls do not 
appear to be rigidly connected 
to the floor and roof dia- 
phragms and the roof deck is 
not attached to the roof joists 
and roof deck floor slabs do 
not appear to be mechanically 
tied to the shear walls.” 

The company also noted 
the structure doesn’t meet the 
building codes for a modern 
building. 

“We believe that the struc- 
ture lacks the construction 
detailing and connections to 
resist lateral loads from a sig- 
nificant seismic, wind, or blast 
event. Over its service life to 
date, the masonry walls have 
aged, weakened and moved as 
evidenced by the cracks and 
gaps between floor slab and 
wall. Due to the lack of dis- 
cernible and engineered load 
path and the building’s aged 
condition, we are unable to 
predict the strength and over- 
all safety of the building with- 
in the scope of this brief inves- 
tigation and report,” the com- 
pany said. “We feel the build- 
ing is susceptible to severe 
cracking during the course of 
the planned nearby roadway 
project. We feel that the build- 
ing should be carefully and 
frequently monitored to con- 
sider any cracking which may 
occur does not lead to a more 
severe movement/collapse. 
We recommend that all sig- 
nificant blasting be performed 
while no students are in the 
building and believe the struc- 
ture has questionable adequa- 
cy to resist a significant wind, 
or seismic event.” 

Meadows also said in his 
letter that the Kentucky 
Department of Education has 
recommended the district 
review an implementation of 



the district’s local facility plan 
and that he has informed the 
board that they are now 
reviewing the plan to deter- 
mine implementation. 

Should the board vote to 
close SCHS, the plan calls for 
$7,571,736 in renovations to 
Inez Middle School to become 
Inez High School. 

The facility plan also calls 
for the elementary schools to 
serve students up to the sixth 
grade. In Warfield and Inez 
Elementary, it would require 
an additional three classrooms 
and a cafeteria. At Eden, it 
would require the construction 
of three additional SB DM 
classrooms to accommodate 
the additional students. 

Meadows said in the letter 
that he will provide a recom- 
mendation to the school board 
on what action must be taken 
to ensure the message to the 
community is clear. 

“The safety of our children 
is of paramount concern to the 
Martin County Board of Edu-

PAINTSVILLE - Paints- 
ville Independent Schools 
superintendent Coy Samons 
issued a memo this week to 
“stakeholders” of the school 
district concerning the Paints- 
ville Elementary renovation 
project, which is expected to 
be completed in late May 
2014. 

“Although some inconve- 
nience has taken place, the 
final product will be a rede- 
signed building that should 
make the community proud 
and capable of meeting our 
students’ needs in the 21st 
Century,” Samons said in the 
memo. 

Samons said that classes 
will begin Aug. 21 as sched- 
uled for students in grades one 
through 12, Aug. 22 for kin- 
dergarten and Sept. 3 for Head 
Start. The After- School Pro- 
gram begins Sept. 9 from 2:45 
p.m. to 5 p.m. for kindergarten 
through fifth grade at the ele- 
mentary school and for grades 
six through eight at the high 



cation,” Meadows said in the 
letter. “Based on assessments, 
the building is currently safe 
to occupy.” 

Meadows was involved in 
meetings Tuesday and was 
unavailable for comment, but 
Assistant Superintendent Lar- 
ry James said they are cur- 
rently working to formulate a 
plan should the board vote to 
close the school. 

James said that although 
the facility plan calls for the 
elementary schools to serve 
students through sixth grade, 
they felt that there would be 
enough room at the schools to 
leave them at kindergarten 
through fifth grade as they are 
currently. 

James also said that if 
SCHS is closed, it would be 
immediate and that it would 
also require transportation 
director Greg Cornett to revis- 
it the bus schedule and to 
make changes if necessary. 

“It would be the students 
from Sheldon Clark moving to 



school. 

He also noted that there is

3 simple 
steps to 
create a home 
media server

Streaming video and 
audio from the Web is now 
commonplace. Netflix, 
iTunes, Hulu, Spotify and 
other services make it sim- 
ple to watch or listen to 
what you want when you 
want. 

You don’t even need a 
computer. Most services 
have apps for smartphones 
and tablets. Many newer 
TVs are Internet enabled, 
so they can stream online 
video and audio with no 
extra gear. 

For non-Internet TVs, 
you can grab an Apple TV 
or Roku box for $100 or 
less and plug it in. You 
might already have a Wii 
U, Xbox 360 or PlaySta- 
tion 3. These all include 
media streaming. 

Google’s new $35 
Chromecast takes a differ- 
ent approach. It plugs in to 
your TV via HDMI and 
connects to your Wi-Fi net- 
work. You can stream 
online video from your 
smartphone or tablet, or the 
Chrome browser on PC 
and Mac, right to the TV. 

That’s all fine for bring- 
ing in outside media, but 
what about media already 
in your home? You might 
have a collection of music 
that isn’t on any service. 
You probably have thou- 
sands of photos. Don’t for- 
get any home videos or 
purchased movies you 
have on your hard drive. 

How do you bring these 
to your TV? You could just 
connect your computer 
directly and use the TV 
like a monitor. 

Of course, that doesn’t 
help you stream to mobile 
gadgets. And you might 
already have a streaming 
box plugged in to your TV. 
Who needs more clutter in 
your entertainment center? 

There’s another solu- 
tion: Set up a home media 
server. 

Don’t let the name 
intimidate you; it’s actually 
not that hard once you 
know how. And that’s what 
I’m going to tell you. 

There are three things 
you need for this to work. 

1. A media server to 
stream content 

2. A fast home network 
to carry the content 

3. Gadgets to receive 
and display the content 

Let’s start with the 
server. A server is just a 
computer that stores and 
shares information. Any 
computer can be a server. 
You could use your exist- 
ing home computer or an 
unused older computer you 
have sitting around. 

If you’re just serving 
photos or audio, you don’t 
need a high-end system. 
Almost any Windows Vista 
or 7 machine will do fine. 
Just make sure the com- 
puter’s hard drive is large 
enough to hold everything. 

As a side note, I know 
people still have Windows 
XP computers at home or 
sitting in a closet. I 
wouldn’t use that. Most of 
the software I’m going to 
talk about won’t work as 
well on it. Plus, Microsoft 
is dropping support for XP 
in less than a year. At that 
point, no one should be 
running XP. 

For streaming video, 
you’ll want a something a 
bit newer. It should really 
run Windows 7 and have 4 
gigabytes of RAM. 

Once you have the 
hardware, you need soft- 
ware. There are some paid 
options out there like 
Pogoplug PC ($30) and 
PlayOn ($40 a year, $25 a 
year on sale). These make 
it simple to stream your 
media to mobile gadgets 
and other compatible elec- 
tronics. Plus, they include 
plenty of other online 
media sources. 

However, there are free 
options as well, such as

Orb and Plex. When I say 
“free,” I mean the computer- 
based streaming software. 
Additional hardware and apps 
will cost some money. 

For example, Orb has 
hardware you can plug into 
your stereo ($79 per unit) and 
TV ($99 per unit). The Orb 
software detects these auto- 
matically, making streaming 
simple. 

I should point out that Orb 
is the only service with an 
easy solution for stereos. So, if 
that’s what you’re after, start 
there. 

Orb can stream to other 
hardware, like a video game 
console and some streaming 
gadgets. Orb also has apps for 
smartphones and tablets. You 
can watch your media on your 
home network or on the go. 

If you’re looking for the 
most powerful system, how- 
ever, check out Plex. 

You download the Plex 
Media Center for free and 
install it on your computer. It 
works on PC, Mac, Linux and 
some standalone network 
attached storage (NAS) units. 

Plex organizes your media 
and streams it wherever you 
want. It has apps for iOS, 
Android, Windows 8, Roku, 
Internet-enabled LG and Sam- 
sung TVs, and Google TV. 
These apps range from free to 
$5, depending on the gadget. 
Of course, Plex also streams 
to newer video game consoles. 

Then there’s the free 
my Plex service. This streams 
your content to a smartphone 
or tablet on the go. It even 
streams to an Internet browser 
on any computer. You can use 
it to share photos and videos 
with friends and family. Not a 
bad deal. 

The one drawback to Plex 
is that it can be a little harder 
to set up than some other sys- 
tems. However, every new 
version makes it easier, and 
it’s free. So, there’s no harm in 
giving it a try. 

A media server doesn’t 
work if you can’t send the 
information anywhere. You 
need a network. 

Any wired network set up 
in the last 10 years is going to 
be fast enough for streaming

media. For wireless, however, 
you really need an 802.1 In 
router. This has the speed, 
range and signal strength you 
need for streaming media. 

An older 802.1 lg router 
could work if you’re only 
doing a little streaming here 
and there. However, you 
might find your network bog- 
ging down very quickly. 

Then, of course, you need 
gadgets on the other end to 
receive and display the media. 
I mentioned most of them 
already: mobile gadgets, 

streaming video gadgets, vid- 
eo game consoles, and so 
forth. 

Given the number of gad- 
gets out there, this can seem 
overwhelming. How do you 
know what works and what 
doesn’t? 

Start by listing what gear 
you already own. Then com- 
pare it to what each streaming 
service says is compatible. 

When you do this, you 
might find you already have 
the gear you need. That’s 
thanks to DLNA. 

DLNA stands for Digital 
Living Network Alliance. It’s 
a set of standards built into 
many network-connected 
electronics. DLNA makes it 
easy for various gadgets to 
communicate and do just this 
kind of thing. There is a certi- 
fication system, so DLNA- 
compatible electronics will 
list it as a feature in the manu- 
al. 

Any DLNA gadget should 
be able to receive streaming 
media from your server. That 
includes many TVs, Blu-ray 
players and audio receivers. 

That’s enough to get you 
started on your media- stream- 
ing project. Have fun!

Independent Auditor’s Report 

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, each major fund, and 
the aggregate remaining fund information of Lawrence County, Kentucky, as of and for the year ended June 
30, 2012, which collectively comprise the County’s basic financial statements, as listed in the table of contents. 
These financial statements are the responsibility of the Lawrence County Fiscal Court. Our responsibility is to 
express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of 
America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued by 
the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for Fiscal Court Audits issued by the 
Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform 
the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material 
misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures 
in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant 
estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe 
that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 

As described in Note 1, Lawrence County, Kentucky, prepares its financial statements in accordance with the 
modified cash basis, which is a comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 

In our opinion the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective 
financial position of the governmental activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund 
information of Lawrence County, Kentucky, as of June 30, 2012, and the respective changes in financial 
position, thereof for the year then ended in conformity with the basis of accounting described in Note 1 .

Such information is the responsibility of management and 
was derived from and relates directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the 
financial statements. The combining fund financial statements have been subjected to the auditing procedures 
applied in the audit of the basic financial statements and certain additional procedures, including comparing 
and reconciling such information directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the 
financial statements or to the financial statements themselves, and other additional procedures in accordance 
with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. In our opinion, the combining 
fund financial statements are fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the basic financial statements as 
a whole.
